“There can be no hope for 2 
vonsistent réduction in traffic 
accidents ‘until drivers accept 
their responsibilities in traffic,”’ 
the Maine Highway Safety 
Committee emphasizes, 

The Committee pointed fo 
two things which characterize 
the conscientious driver who 
makes an honest effort to ac- 


cept his responsibilities behind - 


the wheel —~ a desire to know 
and ta comply with traffie laws 
voluntari ly, and the habit of do- 
ing everything possible to com- 
pensate for the unsafe acts of 
others—-drivers or pedestrians. 

"This is what is often refer. 
red fo ag ‘defensive driving’,” 
continued the Committee. Many 
‘accidents could be avoided if 
drivers would keep a sharp, 
constant lookout for the mis- 
takes of others. In this way, 
they would become aware of 
danyerous situations in time to 
avoid trouble, in case the other 
motorist or walker is guilty of 
a traffic mistake.” _
